Or, as one founding delegate 
put it, the Bureau would aid 
governments in the ”... 
destruction of mosquitoes and 
other vermin.” 

The Bureau got a 13,000 
budget, and a staff of eight, 
six part-time officials and two 
clerks, to bring this all about. 

But from that modest be¬ 
ginning the Bureau has come 
a long way: from a few clear¬ 
ing house activities then, to the 
whole of modem public health 
services now. i 

During 1863, for Instance, the 
Bureau will spend $16 million 
on 303 health projects, a part 
op programs of the World 
Health Organisation — the sec¬ 
ond name painted on the wagon 
— whose regional office for the 
Americas it became in 1849. 

The Bureau’s staff now num¬ 
ber over 1 , 000 , and is made up 
of some 40 nationalities, includ¬ 
ing every one of the hemis¬ 
phere's. Like the young man 
here, about 700 work in the 
field, the most of them in every 
country and territory in Central 
and South America, along with 
a government counterpart. 

Today the hemisphere is near¬ 
er to ridding itself of ancient 
scourges, such as malaria, small¬ 
pox, yellovy fever, yaws, than 
it has ever been before. And 
work has begun on modern 
man's afflictions, mental upset, 
inadequate nutrition, air and 
water pollution, to cite but a 
few. 

There is little doubt today 
that untold millions have been 
made happier and healthier be¬ 
cause of the international co¬ 
operation begun sixty years ago.

Such entomological investiga¬ 
tion is but one of a multitude of 
tasks, national and internation¬ 
al public health workers have 
long since found they could do 
better by joining forces. 

Indeed, they have done so for 
as long as the organization 
whose name appears in Spanish, 
in the larger letters on the 
station wagon has existed—on 
December 2, 1962 for- sixty 
years.

This young entomologist in 
Guatemala is literally putting 
a mosquito, captured earlier, on 
ice. He does so to keep alive 
any yellow fever virus the 
mosquito may be carrying — 
vital for a laboratory dissec¬ 
tion of the insect, and for an 
understanding of the disease 
it harbors. 

By inhaling, he moves the 
mosquito, imprisoned in the vial 
he holds, from the vial into the 
tube he is biting on. Next, he 
gently blows through the tube, 
thus forcing the mosquito into 
a chilled jar. The jar is then 
sent away in an ice-packed 
thermos to the nearest labora¬ 
tory.

to look better. 

Holidays in ’62 year got maneuv¬ 
ered into the same two week 
period as in 1961, last week in July 
and first in August. One should 
learn after a previous experience 
weather-wise with these dates, to 
avoid them but as they say at 
Lake Blaine, Montana, this year’s 
locale, any time is holiday time 
from May to November. Any time 
but this year. 

Two factor^ were responsible for 
routing us to Blaine rather than 
to Sylvan — where we were, wel¬ 
comed with a week's rain in '61 —■ 
or some other Alberta or B.C. 
point. To my request for a spot 
where living was cheap, on the 
edge of a swimming lake for chil¬ 
dren and not too far distant, a 
unanimous decision from golfing 
chaps here, was that Lake Blaine 
would be the place. Two golf 
courses nearby to boot. 

Secondly, we fell heir, pleasantly, 
to a trailer-tent deal for two 
weeks, which provided a roomy 
home, not so warm or glamorous, 
but of almost twice the size of 
some trailers with which we hob¬ 
nobbed. 

The car was headed south on a 
Saturday afternoon with the hope 
all the while that the trailer would 
follow. All sorts of catastrophes 
can be conjured when it’s the first 
time dragging a trailer. However 
the outfit with a box affair 
3’x7’xl0' in size did follow and 
soon Fort Macleod and a short 
museum stop were passed and the 
warm sun and powerful wind swept 


us through the Indian reservation 
Cardston and border point of Car¬ 
way. 

With leisurely travel the code of 
the trip, Lake Blaine, 243 miles 
from Vulcan was passed up as a 
first night stop in favor of St. 
Mary’s Lake camp grounds. Lo¬ 
cated a short distance beyond the 
entrance to Glacier National Park 
this spot was full of travellers and 
only the over-flow area was left. 

Located in rolling country be¬ 
side the river and near the start 
of the Logan Pass climb, neither 
camp ground has the spectacular 
mountain atmosphere of many 
further on but they seem to be 
popular and are available at no 
charge to patrons.

The secretary read a letter of 
resignation from Norman Soder, 
field supervisor, in which he stated 
that he was leaving the employ of 
the county to accept employment 
with the Dominion Government 
Farm Credit Corporation, and that 
his resignation would be effective 
on Jan. 25, 1963.

It was generally agreed by 
the committee that the policy in 
respect to this matter should be 
that the bus drivers make an 
honest effort to make his trip and 
if unable to do so that the children 
would remain at home and that 
the school principal and teachers 
be at school to conduct classes if 
pupils arrive.

LET’S I-OOK AT NEEDLEWORK 

An article with an applied des¬ 
ign such as embroidery entered 
in an embroidery class, will be 
judged mainly for the embroidery 
work on it. Crocheted trimmings 
will only be considered in the 
overall appearance of the article. 
Machine and hand stitching must 
be neat and must not detract from 
the design of the article. 

Color in the applied design is 
most important. A general rule to 
follow is not to use more than 
three colours — making sure that 
these three colours harmonize. 
Some of the finest work is done in 
the same colour as the basic mat¬ 
erial or in only one contrasting 
colour. 

Good design does not copy nat¬ 
ural things exactly but may sug¬ 
gest them. Try td avoid birds, 
authentic flowers, etc. Geometrical 
shape such as straight lines, cur¬ 
ves, and circles- are most satis¬ 
factory. 

To distinguish between cross 
stitch, petite point and needle 
point here are some general stand¬ 
ards. Cross stitch is generally 
done on material or a firmly 
woven fabric. Needlepoint is done 
on an open weave canvas and is 
defined as 12 stitches to the inch 


or less. It is not necessarily done 
in wool. Petite point is the same 
stitch but done on a finer canvas 
and has more than 12 stitches to 
the inch. 

On all unframed work, the back 
as well as the front will be judged. 
The back should be neat enough 
so that it could be used as a right 
side. Ends should not be knotted, 
rather work them in with the 
other threads. 

Aprons should be conservative in 
style and for kitchen use adequat¬ 
ely protect the dress. Figured mat¬ 
erials will show dirt less than 
plain colours and smooth surfaces 
such as gingham, broadcloth will 
shed dirt easier than nubby mat¬ 
erials. Fancy aprons may be made 
of dimity voile, lawn, chintz and 
nylon but do avoid lace ruffles 
and other decorations. They are 
difficult to launder. 


In all aewing the following 
points will be judged. The mat¬ 
erial cut on grain of material. 
The stitching should be straight 
and even with p>roper tension and 
length of stitch for the material. 
Hems, bindings, and facings should 
be smooth and even. Seams and 
hems should be finished to with¬ 
stand hard wear and frequent 
laundering. All stitching and hand 
sewing should be neat and firm. 

Cushions should be constructed 
of a firmly woven material. There 
should be an opening of some sort 
— this may be hand stitched — 
by which contents of pillow can 
be removed. Fancy work should 
not detract from the comfort ot 
the pillow. 

Do not be discouraged by all 
these specifications! They are per¬ 
fection — something we can strive 
for but may not always attain.
